Upon examination of said petition, we find, that it sets forth 
that the actual time required by said judge in the discharge of 
his official duties, to be about thirty-six days in tlie year, and 
claims that $16 66 per day is sufficient compensation, being 
equivalent to $600 per annum for such number of days service. 


- 
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Whilst we agree with the petitioner that the sum of $600 is 
sufficient compensation for thirty-six days service, we know, of 
our own knowledge, that more than thirty-six days time is re- 
quired of said judge in the performance of his official duties, 
and the same will ps apparent to your honorable body, when 
you wil understand that said judge is not only county judge, 
but also judge of probate and president of the board of county 
commissioners, the duties of either position requiring as much 
time, in the efficient discharge of the same, as is required in the 
especial duties of county judge, and for which there is no addi- 
tional eompensation, which, corresponding with the statement 
of the petition, that thirty-six days time in the discharge of 
his duties as county judge, would require for the duties of the 
three several positions combined, one hundred and eight days 
in the discharge of the duties of the same; which as we believe, 
is about the time (if not less) actually required of said judge, for 

.such time and service, we consider $600 insufücient, and that 
$1,200 is but a fair, reasonable compensation 

We would aiso represent, that upon the further examination 
of the petition, we conclude said petition as has been repre- 
sented by persons signing thd same to one of your cpmmittee, 
that it was circulated and signed under a misrepresentation of 

fact, and that said petition originated from personal and pohtical 
feeling, and not from a desire to benefit public good, or the 
county of Wasco in particular. 


And upon the examination of the signatures to said petition, 
with two or three exceptions, that it is exclusively signed by 
persons who are politically opposed to the present county judge 
of Wasco 


And to show the spirit of, and character of some of the pe- 
titioners, we find the signature of one person twice, and another 
three times on said petition, and, ‘as we believe, names of per- 
sons, whom, if ever m Wasco county, are not now, nor ever | 
have been citizens of said county , 


Relative to Grant county being cut off from Wasco, or a part 
that was originally in Wasco, lessening the population, yet, 
whilst, true, it being so far distant from the county seat, Dalles 
City, there néver was any amount of business in the county 
court, or before the county judge from that portion of the 
“county, hence, by cutting off said portion of the county, it has 
not affected the duties of this officer but very little, and to-day, 
his duties are greater, and require more time than they did one 
or two years ago, from the fact of an increase of population and 
an unusually dull season of business, and hard times in said 
county of Wasco, litigation and legal business has increased, 
thereby requiring more time for the discharge of the duties of 
said officer

Respectfully report that they have examined, under oath, all 
available witnesses; considered the correspondence between the 
state printer, secretary of state, and other parties, and the re- 
port of the state printer, submitted at this session, herewith an- 
nexed, and they find, from the evidence, that the state printer 
has acted in good faith toward the state, but that a remarkable 
catalogue of unforseen, and apparently unavoidable accidents 
have intervened to prevent him from obtaining the paper upon 
which to print the work; and your committee are convinced 
that the work has not been intentionally delayed from any mo- 
tive of, speculation or personal gain on the part of Mr. Pittock. 

It appears that the code commissioner has been prompt in the 
discharge of his duties,&nd no delay has been occasioned by 
want of copy. 
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One cause of the failure of Mr, Pittock in getting: his paper. 
was, the uncertainty of the provision of the iaw for the pay- 
ment of the paper used in the printing, it being left ın uncer- 
tainty whether the state was to pay Mr. Pittock for the paper 
as it is furnished, or not until after the same is used in printing 


Mr Pittock, taking the former view of the law, made a con- 
ditional purchase through Mr.-A. G. Walling, his agent, of 
Messrs. Brooks & Co., at San Francisco, of two hundred reams 
of paper, and promised to pay cash for the same within thirty 
days. One hundred and thirty-four reams of paper were re- 
ceived by Mr. Pittock on said contract, in due season. He ap- 

lied to the secretary of state, to get his warrants on the state 
tor the price of the paper received, depending on the warrants 
to enable him to make his payments. 


The secretary of state, believing that he was not authorized — 


by law to do so until the printing was done, refused to issue the 
warrants 


Whether his construction of the law was correct, or not, the 
failure of Mr, Pittock in obtaining his warrants for the paper 
furnished, worked a hardship to him, and prevented him from 
fulfilling his agreement with Brooks & Co., and obtainuig the 
full supply of paper from them. 

Your committee believe that, m justice, the paper should be 
paid for by the state, as it is furnished, yet, they do not presume 
to pass upon the legal construction of the statute. 


While your committee accord to the state printer credit for 
purity and honesty of purpose, and feel warranted in contra- 
dicting the wholesale charges of peculation and wrong which 
have been made againgt him, they do think, that to his want of 
foresight and lack of energy, must, in part, be attributed the 
tedious delay in the printing of the code, and the general laws 
The difficulties and accidents which he met at every step, were 
truly extraordinary and unlooked for, yet they might and should 
have been overcome. i 


Your committee are pleased to state, that three thousand 
copies of the work, as far as 800 pages, have been printed, and 15 
on excellent white paper, with new type, and, so far as com- 
pleted, 18 executed m a superior manner, The paper for its 
completion is now in the hands of the state printer. They are 
assured that the work will be completed 1n thirty days of work- 
ing time, but, in consequence of some delay that will necessarily 
occur by reading the proofs and revising the index, the time 
. May be extended to sixty days 


In conclusion, your committee can only recommend that the 
publie will make due allowance for the obstacles to be overcome, 
and withhold their censure, that the state printer shall have an 
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opportunity yet to complete the^work, and by his zeal and en- 
ergy in the, future, to make amends for the past

To His Excellency, Addison C. Gibbs, Governor of Oregon: 


Sir—The unlooked for delay in printing the compilation of 
laws, may render it desirable that some explanation be made. 

The law authorizing the printing, contemplated its being done 
m the state, and to do so largo à work; it was necessary to pur- 
chase a press and type expressly for that d ag no press 
doing newspaper work was fit to be used. For thig-purpose, as 
soon as possible after the adjonrnmoent of the legislatyre, I sent 
Mr. A G. Walling to San Francisco. He found no presesuitable 
for the work for sale there, but was assured that one on the way 
was due in sixty days Under this assurance, the press was pur- 
chased to arrive. Of paper, there was not of one quality a suffi- 
cient quantity to do the work. All of one quality then in the 
market: was purchased, and it was understood with Brooks & 
Co, the dealers, that more would be brought to that city by 
ateamer, and that I could be supplied as needed. The press did- 
not reach here until April last, at which time the work was 
commenced. As the work progressed, continued enquiries were 
made of Brooks & Co., as to the arrival of more paper of the 
same quality, and on the 26th of May, they wrote that it was 
being shipped roand Cape Horn, instead of by steamer, as 
agreed, and that the vessel was then filly due. The vessel ar- 
rived on the 5th of June. At this time, I asked the secretary of 
state to purchase the paper for the state, which was agreed to 
on the 9th of June, and sufficient paper was ordered to be pur- 
chased by the state treasurer, then in San Francisco, to complete 
the work. In the meantime, Messrs Brooks & Co., sold out and 
closed their business, reserving only a part of the paper. This 
was bought by the state treasurer Before selling out, the old 
firm had not ordered. a further supply, and the new firm sold all; 
the paper on hand at higher rates than were to be paid by ma, 
The treasurer sent samples of California made paper, upon

which it was suggested that the work might be finished, but on 
his return 16 was not thought best to use it, and the secretary 
instructed me, on the 25th of July, to order through Lad & Til- 
ton, enough paper to finish the work This was done imme-

As there would probably be some delay in the work, it was 
deemed advisable to publish the criminal code and justices’ act 
in a separate pamphlet, for the accommodation of the public, 
they bemg the only laws passed at the last session which were 
not published in the official paper, and therefore not accessible 
to those interested. I permitted Mr Walling to print two hun- 
dred copies Three signatures had to be re-set, and the copies 
were printed on common paper.

Upon objec- 
tions being made to their issue hy the secretary, they were 
withdrawn until after a correspondence between him and your- 
self, in which he partially withdrew his objection Of this

l. Because neither the citizens of Jackson county. nor the 
residents of the military posts in that part of Wasco proposed 
to be annexed to Jackson county, have by petition or otherwise 
expressed a desire for the proposed annexation. ` 

2. Because there are no white settlers in the territory pro- 
posed to be annexed, excepting persons who are resident at the 
military posts, and who are either directly or indirectly connect- 
ed with the military of those posts and iu the employ of the 
United States government,

tion of the county burdens.
